The Committees ot Trade and Plantations, and 
for the Affairs of Ferfey and Guernfey, do deter- 
mine Fudicially upon Appeals, and *tis the laft 
Kefort too; but they don’t ad therein as'part of 
the Legiflature; nor are fuch Appeals within the 
Jurifdiction of the Zw of England; the Appel- 
lants are Govern'd cither by the Laws of Nor- 
mandy, or by Orders of King and Council, and fo 
can have Relief ir no other Court of Fafice, than 
that Committee of Lords of the Council. Now, 
fappole a Member of Parliament, and a Member 
ot any of the Tflands or Plantations fhould have a 
difference, and the Perfon thould Appeal againft 
the Member to the Committee of Lords, muft this 
be a Breach of Priviledge, or muft the Perfon Ap- 
peal to the whole Legijlature, when lie has to 
Speedy and Legal a Reliet elfewhere ? 

The whole Legiflature can receive Appeals only 
in matters relating to the Legi/lation, concerning 
the Repeal of Laws already made, and the En- 
acting good and wholefome Laws,&c.

T Fe Lords do not confider Appeals in their 
Legiflative, but in their Fudicial Capacity, which
